Lake Success, June 22.—Some 
United Nations diplomats are 
considering the idea of an 
“atomic security pact’ among 
the Western countrics. as a 
possible next step in tho dis- 
pute’ over world control of 
atomic energy, it is learned to- 
day. 

American officials said they have 
not formulated any such plan but the 
United States 1s known to be con- 
sidering some new approach to the 
East-West atomic stalemate for use 
when the General Assembly con- 
yenes in September, 


Some United Nations sources are 
certain the thinking of American 
olcials revolved around the con- 
cept of a loose treaty binding those 
nations which accept the principles 
of the American plan for atomic 
control. 


The Security Council, with Russia 
threatening to Invoke its 26th. veto, 
convened this afternoon to act on the 
first step of the American plan for 
sending the atomic \problem to the 
Assembly. ; 


FORCING THE VETO 


The plan was to force o formal 
Soviet veto of the American plan, 
‘Such a veto, in the eyes of tho’ Ame- 
rican delegation, would constitute a 
definite symbol of Russia's opposi- 
tion to the majority when the issuc 
comes up at the Assembly session. 

The veto could not prevent trans-

Not unexpectedly, Compton  «lae- 
votes a chapter to his Test debut 
against Bradman and Co.—at Not- 
tingham in 1038, when at the age 
of 20, he became the youngest 
Englishman to score a century 
against the Aussies, and that des- 
pite O'Reilly’s pre-match threat to 
get him out cheaply! But when he 
was dismissed for 102 trying to hit 
Fleetwood-Smith out of Trent 
Bridge, he found Hammand waiting 
for him in the pavilion “looking 
anything but pleased.” Said the 
England captain: “First I would 
like to say ‘well done,’ but I thought 
I told you to get 200?”

sumed Gandhi murder trial. | 

Outlining the events leading up to 
the successful .* assassination on 
January 30, Mr C. K. Daphtary, the 
chief prosecutor, sald all but two of 
the nine in dock, were in New Delhi 
on January 20, when Maradan Lal, 
one of the alleged conspirators, ex- 
ploded a swab of gun cotton at Birla

Arms and explosives were dis- 
tributed before this attempt. The 
plan was for Madan Lal to explode 
‘the gun cotton, and, in the result- 
ing confusion, the others of | the 
group were to throw grenades “and 
fire thelr pistols, Mr Daphtary stated. 

The plan miscarried and, with the 
exception of Madan Lal who was 
arrested on the spot, tha accused 
left Delhf to mect again in Bombay 
a fow days later.
